Livestock Show not affected 
by recent swine quarantine 


Agent office, 426-2233, The 
representative from the Tex­ 
as Animal Health Commis­ 
sion w ill check with tile 
County Agent's office at 8 
a. rn. daily to obtain a list 
of producers desiring to move 
hogs to market. " 
Bragg continued: "It is 
very important tliat produc­ 
ers contact tills office at the 
earliest date possible in or­ 
der that they w ill not be de­ 
layed in getting animals to 
market. At night producers 
may call me at my home

"A representative from 
the Texas Animal Health 
Commission w ill come to 
the home of those persons 
who tiave purchased these 
chickens to explain die de­ 
tails, " Bragg said. 
Activities centered around 
preparation for the Show on 
February 7-8 continued at a 
fast pace, according to Bragg, 
FFA and 4-H members from 
throughout the County are 
working feverishly to get 
their animals ready for the 
Mg show. 


In Hondo an appeal for 
funds with which to purchase 
Hondo entries has been made 
and the Hondo Chamber of 
Commerce is the collection 
agency. The pool is col­ 
lected each year from inter­ 
ested business people and 
funds are used toward pur­ 
chase of entries by Hondo 
youngsters.

Paul Thompson, the San Antonio Express 
columnist, used the t e r m in connection with 
a mention of Joe Pitre a few days back. 
Thompson stated:

He said he'd file against Sheriff 
Charles Hitzfelder in Medina County and, 
according to the Hondo Anvil Herald, last

A i the 92nd Congress be­ 


gan its second session last 


week. President NLxon ap­ 
peared to deliver the tradi­ 


tional State of the Union ad­ 


dress, 
He gave one orally, 
in die ceremonial gathering 
of tile Congress, the Su[Terne 


Court, the Cabinet, the 
chiefs of the ti llitary servic­ 


es and tile ait .bass adon of 


many nations, 
\ much long­ 
er version was presented in 


writing. 
After tearing die 
President and reading Ills 15, - 
000-word document, and lis­ 


tening to the reactions of my 


colleagues, I believe die 


Democrats agree with M i, 
Nison that this w ill be an im ­ 


portant session of the Con­ 
gress. 
I am not prepared to be­ 


lieve that the forthcoming 
1972 elections w ill not be 


involved In tills Congress. 


Mr. Nixon offered a state­ 


ment of high principle, early 
in his speech, when he said, 


"Let us join in making sure 


that legislation the nation 


needs does not become hos­ 
tage to the political interest 


of an> party or ans person, " 


I agree that the national in ­ 
terest should always come 


first. 
But the general tone of 
tits message was that Ills ad­

I doubt seriously that 


the proper role of the Con­ 


gress is to be a rubber-stamp.

ing plans as the answer to

Colorado Springs, Colo, 
spent the week visiting rela­ 
tives and friends in Hondo 
and San Antonio, 


problems ranging from state 
and local government struc­

its population, to determine 


allocation of funds. 


Responsibility to People 
hulls also provides that 
responsibility for use of tile 
funds is to remain Ll the 


Congress. 
Mr. Nixon’s past 


plans would [wovide money 
with ratter general defini­ 
tions of how it is to be used. 
I believe the Congress w ill 


choose the method tliat main­ 


tains responsibility at tile 
level that takes the money 
from tile taxpayer. Tills, 


then, is one example of tew 
the Congress may not cl loo se 


the President's methods to 


face a problem. 
Another example is for­ 


eign aid. 
Last session the 
President proposed some re­ 


visions of our aid system, 


but his proposals came too 


late for adequate congres­ 
sional study, 
I am not one 
who is thorough} satisfied 


with our [resent aid system, 


and I shall work for Improve­ 
ment as a me niter of the 
House Foreign Affairs Com ­ 


mittee. 
But tliat does not 


mean that I shall docilely 


accept the President's propo­ 
sal, which said Ll effect that 


we should vote all tile mon­ 
ey lie asked last year, and 


give film the reforms he re­ 
quested. 


Government 


Reorganisation 
lie also placed renewed 


stress on reorganization of the 


federal government. 
His 
plan would retaLi four depart­ 


ments: State, Treasury, De­ 


fense and Justice. 
It would, 
under a new change, keep 


the Department of Agricul­ 


ture, with a new definition of 
its responsibility. 
But other­ 


wise. the present departments 
would be revised into De - 
ptrtments of Natural Resourc­ 


es, Human Resources, Com­ 


munity Development and E- 
conomic Affairs. 


Along with many other 


members of the Congress, in
